The specific charg e is that 
Sena to r Galling er, as chairm an o f the 
Republica n state co mm ittee, distriDu ted 
circulars appealing to Repu blican o ffice­ 
ho lders fo r co ntribu tio ns to the cam ­ 
pa ig n fund. 
Civ il Serv ice Co mmissio ners 
J. B. 
Harlo w and Mark S. Brewer are in 
charg e o f the inv estig atio n. 
This inv estig atio n is held to allo w I 
the co mmissio ners to ex amine the ev i­ 
dence and to decide if it w arrants the 
further pro secu tio n o f the case. 
If 
they decide it do es the U nited States 
autho rities o f tlie departm ent o f ju s­ 
tice will be called in. 
It was anno u nced by the co mmis­ 
sio ners that Mr. Bu siel detailed the cir­ 
cumstances attending his m aking co m­ 
plaint to the civ il serv ice co mmissio n 
last Octo ber, and the co rrespo ndence 
between him and the co mmissio n.

teu ato r Galimg er asked the co mmis- 
gio ii It he was to u nderstand th at the 
real eo mplaiu au t 
was

Busiel o r Senato r Chandler and was 
to ld he mig iit draw his o wn co nclu sio ns. 
Go v erno r Bu siel read a lo ng state­ 
ment as to his reaso ns fo r actio n in the 
matter, say ing that he was anim ated 
by a desire to see the civ il serv ice laws, 
iu which he believ ed, enfo rced. He 
co nsidered that the lav ish u se o f mo ney 
in electio ns was a menace to o u r u a- 
tio ual institu tio ns. 
He was no t actu ­ 
ated by any u o frieu aly feeling to ward 
Senato r Gaiiiu g er in pro secu ting tnese 
charges, and he had no desire fo r “re­ 
v eng e.” 
The principal featu re o f the sessio n 
was a lo ng statement by Senato r Chand­ 
ler, prev io us to winch, ho wev er, Co lo nel 
Rufus N. Eiweii, co llecto r o f cu sto ms 
at Po rtsiiio uiii, stated th at he had re­ 
ceiv ed a circu lar leder fro m W illiam F. 
Tnay er, tre.isurer o f the Repu blican 
state cummit,ee, a-sking fo r a co u tribn- 
tio u to carry o n the co m m ittee’s wo rk, 
Ossiau jj. Kno x , po stmaster o f M an­ 
chester, also tesLiiitd, bu t lie said that 
he saw no sucn circu lar, and, fu rther­ 
mo re, had no t been asked to co ntribu te 
to the ibb8 Campaig n.

If 
they decide it does the United States 
authorities of the departm ent of ju s­ 
tice will be called in. 
It was announced by the commis­ 
sioners that Mr. Busiel detailed the cir­ 
cumstances attending his making com­ 
plaint to the civil service commission 
last October, and the correspondence 
between him and the commission. 
, 
Senator Gallinger asked the commis­ 
sion ii he was to understand that the 
real complainant 
was 
ex-Governor 
Busiel or Senator Chandler and was 
told he migiit draw his own conclusions. 
Governor Busiel read a long state­ 
ment as to his reasons for action in the 
matter, saying that he was animated 
by a desire to see the civil service laws, 
in which he believed, enforced. He 
considered that the lavish ase of money 
in elections was a menace to our na­ 
tional institutions.

“ The brunt of the hard work since 
the 4th of February has fallen on the 
volunteers, 
notwithstanding the fact 
that there are many regular regiments 
here with splendid records. 
If the vol­ 
unteers are accomplishing anything, 
we have no complaint to make and are 
willing to do all we can, but if our 
hard and trying work and sufferings 
are to amount to nothing we wish to 
be sent home. 
“ We have more or less skirmishing 
and fighting every day, resulting in the 
killing, wounding and 
capturing of 
many insurgents and getting them into 
traps which they may easily slip out of 
again, hut it is at a sacrifice also on 
our part, and every day one or more of 
our brave comrades answers tho last 
roll call. 
Several times we Lave been 
told we have the bulk of Aguinaldo’s 
army in our grasp, and it was impos­ 
sible for it to get away, but it has, and 
we haven’t peace nor Aguinaldo yet. 
“ The genuine Tagal is a natural 
born sqirinter. and will take the prize 
anywhere. 
He goes barefooted, does 
not weigh more than 100 pounds, wears 
little clothing, needs very little food to 
sustain liim, carries very little cf any­ 
thing but his gun and ammunition, and 
if Aguinaldo can get the arms and am­ 
munition hscan keep up this kind of 
warfare for an indefinite time.”

“ If Aguinaldo does surrender, it will 
not end there, for it is evident that he 
does not have entire control over the 
armed natives, who will continue to 
commit depredations until they are 
stamped out by a strong government, 
i'he destruction of property by the in­ 
surgents still goes on, and more thor- 
inghly now than formerly. 
Previously 
he army had been able to forage and 
icqnire much food, such as chickens, 
lucks and hogs, which were found in 
some places in abundance. 
Lately the 
insurgents have left ab.solutely noth- 
ng. and their destruction of railroad 
property has been nearly complete. 
It 
is plainly to be seen that there are edu­ 
cated ineij in the insurgent army, and 
that in the light of their own plan of 
campaigning they are to a degree suc­ 
cessful, althciigh they are losing very 
heavily and can only meet with defeat 
in the end. 
“ As for our army, our soldiers can­ 
not 
be too highly praised for their 
tiravery. steadfastness and endurance 
under great suffering from beat and 
sometimes lack of rations. 
Among the 
generals in the field Lawton seems be 
the idol of the soldiers. 
The insur­ 
gents. by destroying their houses and 
propelty and driving their own people 
iiefore them, cause nc inconvenience to 
us. 
In fact, it is very much to onr ad­ 
vantage. for if this were not already 
done it might in many cases impose 
the annoyance and stigma upon ns of 
doing it ourselves. The insurgents’ act, 
therefore, imposes upon tneir army the 
obligation of feeding their noncouibat- 
ants from their own supplies jn the 
rear or permitting them to starve. 
In 
either case the result is likely to cause 
friction between the insurgent army 
and the unarmed natives. 
“ The climate is not unhealthful. 
The army hospitals here are without 
I’xcejition models. 
They seem to be 
tiased njinn the saying of Napoleon, 
that ‘the individual soldier is every­ 
thing in importunce, ’ fcr he receives 
ill 
the attention and skill that is 
known to the medical profession.”

“ We have more or less skirmishing 
and fighting every day, resulting in the 
killing, wounding and 
capturing of 
many insurgents and getting them into 
traps which they may easily slip out of 
again, hut it is at a sacrifice also on 
our part, and every day one or more of 
our brave comrades answers the last 
roll call. 
Several times we Lave been 
told we have the bulk of Aguinaldo^ 
army in our grasp, and it was impos­ 
sible for it to get away, but it has, and 
we haven’t peace nor Aguinaldo yet. 
“ The genuine Tagul is a natural 
born sprinter, and will take the prize 
anywhere. 
He goes barefooted, does 
not weigh more than IOO pounds, wears 
little clothing, needs very little food to 
sustain him, carries very little cf any 
thing hut his gun and ammunition, and 
if Aguinaldo can get the arms and am 
munition he can keep np this kind of 
warfare for an indefinite tim e.”

cated men in the insurgent army, and 
that in the light of their own plan of 
campaigning they are to a degree sue 
cessfnl, although they are losing very 
heavily and can only meet with defeat 
in the end.

bravery, steadfastness and endurance 
under great suffering from heat and 
sometimes lack of rations.

He went over to the island in 
February, when M ajor Rathlxme bsgan 
organizing the postal system and need­ 
ed the aenietance of experienced men in 
each branch of the service. Mr. Lether* 
man wan in Havana for several months, 
bat in the line of work be visited near­ 
ly every province and city in the 
island. He speaks very interestingly of 
Caban scenes and experiences. 
“ W hen we first got to H avana,” lie 
faid to a Cincinnati Commercial T rib­ 
ane reporter recently, “ the streets were 
filthy beyond description. The drainage 
there is or was over the street sarfaoe 
and in open ditches or gntters. 
It was 
siinidy terrible. I t ’s the fashion largely 
to include the stable in the residence, 
ind it is a common thing to see homes 
.or houses with the lower fioor or base­ 
ment given up to the horaes and the 
upper fioor occapied by the family. 
Yon can im agine the resnlt when yoa 
remember th at the stable 
drainage 
flowed directly oat on the street. Gen 
eral Ludlow’s chief work has been ii 
changing the conditions oansed by sncb 
a system. 
It has been an aw ful job to 
get m atters into proper and decent 
shape, b ut the sewer building is doing 
it. 
“ W hat riled the natives moat of ail, 
though, was the general’s order stop­ 
ping bullfighting 
and 
cockfigbting. 
These were their pet sports, and they 
were very much huffed at being de­ 
prived of them. The general also stopped 
the running about of naked children in 
the streets. 
He required th at they 
should be dressed. 
“ The great m ajority of the people 
are blacks. 
The native Cubans are 
small fellows and quite handsome in 
appearance. They are a pleaaure loving 
people and give up a large abare of 
tbeir tim e to sport and pastime. 
They 
are not th rifty or basinesslike, and the 
masses are rude and ignorant 
aa a gen­ 
eral thing. 
“ The Spaniarda are the principal 
business men down there. 
They are 
splendid business men too. 
Yee, 
1 
know it sounds odd to hear that, but 
th a t’s the way it is. 
The sharpest set 
of bargain drivers or buiinesa men th at 
we have in C incinnati or anywhere 
else would not be able to get ahead of 
the Spanish businesa men. 
They had 
to be sharp to provide all the taxes that 
their own government and officials 
were constantly extorting from them. 
There was nothing th at escaped the tax 
gatherera 
Any man who had a hotel 
had to pay a tax for every guest th at 
registered. 
Taxes w ent as high eoma- 
tiines as 60 per cent of the value of the 
things taxed. 
The oficiala robbed the 
Spanish business men, and the latter 
had to recoup themselves however they 
could. 
The Spaniards own the graater 
part of the land and businMS. They are 
for annexation to the United States and 
fear their property will be confiscated 
by the Cubans if they get controi 
“ The Cubans have their own way of 
working. 
They are early risers. 
They 
begin at 6 o’clock in the m orning and 
keep on till 11. 
Then they take their 
siesta, or rest, till 8, during the hot­ 
test part of the day. 
Then they start 
in again. The clim ate is not so trying. 
In the tim e 1 was there there was not 
a night that a blanket did not feel com­ 
fortable to sleep under. 
/ ‘The Americans were thick about 
February and March. In May they be­ 
gan getting away as fast as they oould. 
They had the yellow fever scare. 
The 
people eat very little m eat 
At Cien- 
fuegoH I met the Rev. Sam Small, the 
evangelist, 
formerly with Rev. Sam 
Jones. 
Mr. Small is principal of a 
school in that town and seemed great­ 
ly satisfied w ith his new location and 
surroundings. 
“ Cuba now has a good postal service. 
When the Spaniards were running the 
government, every tim e a letter regnlar- 
ly stamped came to a man from a for­ 
eign country he bad to pay 8 cents be­ 
fore the carrier would deliver it.

business men who got 800 or 400 let- 
tei.s a day this was a big burden. Now 
tlu y get their letters just as any per­ 
son or firm in the U nited States gets 


th em 
They are pleased, of course. 
T h e re are postoffices in every town and 
iiKiney order facilities in all the larger

The plan has been to put good 
Cubans in charge of these offices wher­ 


e ve r it can be done.

When the American athletes in E ng­ 
land ran over this kind of hurdle, it was 
fijuiid th at the possibility of a serious 
fall, not present when movable hurdles 
are u.« ed, had the effect of m aking the 
Am ericans clear the obstructions w ith 
more tiian enough room to spare, thus 
running a slower race. The Am ericana’ 
failure in this event was attributed to 
this fact. Conse<|ne» tly those interested 
are pleased th at movable obstructions 
are now to be substituted. 
“ P utting the shot.” said Mr. Sherrill, 
“ is tr be elim inated from the coming 
games. 'liie English and American reg­ 
ulations governing this event differ m a­ 
terially. and it is therefore well th at it 
has been left out. There are to be nine 
eveiit.s in ail 
I consider this num ber 
sufficient." 
The 120 yard hnrdles promise to be 
the closest of the international contests.

divided into several compartm ents, in 
wbich were found m sny toxt« of oint­ 
m ents and medicines. On the inside of 
the cover was a printed list of the 
drugs, bearing the nam e of 
a London 
apothecary. 
The bcxes which contain the oint­ 
ments are of tin, closely sealed and 
sqnare in shape. 
The medicines are in 
glass bottles w ith sealed corks and are 
in a good state of preservation. 
There 
is also a page from an old journal bear­ 
ing the date of May 17, 1828. Accord­ 
ing to the entries, tobacco a t th at tim e 
sold for 22 cents a pound, calico 23 
cents a yard. Hyson tsa $1 a pound and 
shovels |i.2 1 each. 
The pannier will 
be given to the Vermont Historical so­ 
ciety.— Philadelphia Press.

Inspector Letherman Tells of Its 
People and Recent Changes. 


SPANIARDS KEEN BUSINESS KEN. 


New Postal Bervie* la la Fin* W ork­ 
ing Trim — Major Rathbone Very 
Popular 
W ith 
Cabana - Natives 
W anted Their Cookflvhta—The Way 
the People Work. 
Mr. Lawrence Lethermao, one of toe 
popular and efficient attaches of the 
United St a tea postal inspector’a office 
in Cincinnati, is welcomed back from 
a several months’ official sojourn In 
Cuba. 
He went over to tbs island in 
February, when Major Rathbone began 
organizing the postal system and need 
ad the assistance of eaperienced men in 
each branch of the service. Mr. Lether 
man wan in Havana for several months, 
but in the line of work he visited near 
ly every province and city in the 
island. He speaks very intereatingly of 
Cuban scenes and experiences. 
“ When we first got to H av an a/’ he 
said to a Cincinnati Commercial Trib 
one reporter recently, “ the streets were 
filthy beyond description. The drainage 
there is or wee over the street surface 
and in open ditches or gutters. It was 
simply terrible. I f s the fashion largely 
to include the stable in the residence, 
.md it is a common thing to tee homes 
or houses with the lower floor or base 
□sent given up to the horses and tbs 
upper floor occupied by the family. 
You can imagine the result when you 
remember that the eta hie 
drainage 
flowed directly out on the street. Gen 
oral Ludlow’s chief work has been ii 
changing the conditions caused by such 
a system. 
It has been an awful job to 
get m atters into proper and decent 
shape, but tbe sewer building is doing 
it. 
“ W hat riled the natives most of all, 
though, was the general’s order stop* 
ping bullfighting 
and 
cockfighting. 
These were their pet sports, and they 
were very much huffed at being de* 
prived of them. The general also stopped 
the running about of naked children in 
the streets. 
He required that they 
should be dressed. 
“ The great m ajority of the people 
are blacks. 
The native Cubans ars 
small fellows and quite handsome in 
appearance. They are a pleasure loving 
people and give up a large share of 
their time to sport aud pastime. 
They 
are not thrifty or businesslike, and the 
masses are rude and ignorant as rn gen­ 
eral thing. 
“ The Spaniards are the principal 
business men down there. They are 
splendid business men too. 
Yes, I 
know it sounds odd to hear that, but 
th a t’s the way it is. 
The sharpest set 
of bargain drivers or business men that 
we have in Cincinnati or anywhere 
else would not be able to get ahead of 
the Spanish business men. They bad 
to be sharp to provide ail the taxes that 
their own government and officials 
were constantly extorting from them. 
There was nothing that escaped the tax 
gatherers. Any man who had a hotel 
had to pay a tax for every guest that 
registered. 
Taxes went as high some­ 
times as 50 per cent of the value of the 
things taxed. The officials robbed the 
Spanish business men, and the latter 
had to recoup themselves however they 
could. The Spaniards own the greater 
part of tbe land and business. They are 
for annexation to the United States and 
fear their property will be confiscated 
by tbe Cubans if they get control. 
“ The Cubans have their own way of 
working. They are early risers. They 
begin at 0 o’clock in the morning and 
keep on till ll. 
Then they take their 
siesta, or rest, till 8, during the hot 
test part of the day. Then they start 
in again. The climate it not so trying. 
In the time I was there there was not 
a night that a blanket did not feel com­ 
fortable to sleep under. 
. “ The Americans were thick about 
February and March. In May they be­ 
gan getting away as fast as they could. 
They had the yellow fever scare. The 
people eat very little meat. At Cien- 
fuegos I met the Rev. Sam Small, the 
evangelist, formerly with Rev. Sam 
Jones. 
Mr. Small is principal of a 
school in that town and seemed great­ 
ly satisfied with his new location and 
surroundings. 
“ Cuba now has a good postal service. 
When the Spaniards were running the 
government, every time a letter regular­ 
ly stamped came to a man from a for­ 
eign country he had to pay 8 cents be­ 
fore the carrier would deliver it. To 
business men who got 800 or 400 let­ 
ters a day this was a big burden. Now 
tiny get their letters juat as any per­ 
son or firm in tbe United States gets 
them 
They are pleased, of course. 
There are postoffices in every town and 
money order facilities in all the larger 
towns 
The plan has been to put good 
Cubans in charge of these offices wher­ 
ever it can be done. 
Major Rathbone 
has everything in fine working order, 
and both he and Mrs. Rathbone are 
very popular with the Cubans and the 
business people. 
“ Cuba has everything to make it the 
garden spot of America,” said Mr. 
lief herman in conclusion, “ and under 
American control it is bound to bios 
soiu as the rose. ” 


t €. & Sherrill Sera e t O sier* 
ae* Cambria** Challa***. 
C. H. Sherrill, when aeen the other 
day on the m atter of the Oxford-Cam- 
bridge challenge to the universities of 
Harvard and Yale for a aeries of ath­ 
letic events to take place in London 
next July, explained that among other 
things he had insisted upon the use of 
movable hurdles in the 120 yard hurdle 
race. 
The Englishmen are in the habit 
of using fixed hurdles in this event. 
When the American athletes in Eng­ 
land ran over this kind of hurdle, it was 
found that the possibility of a serious 
fall, not present when movable hurdles 
are used. had tbe effect of making the 
Americans clear the obstructions w ith 
more than enough room to spare, thus 
rn tining a slower race. The Americana’ 
failure in this event was attributed to 
this fact. Consequently those interested 
are pleased that movable obstructions 
are now ti, he substituted. 
“ Putting the shot, ” said Mr. Sherrill, 
“ is to be eliminated from the coming 
games. The English and American reg 
alations governing this event differ ma 
terially. and it is therefore well that it 
bas been left oat. There are to be nine 
events in all 
I consider this number 
sufficient. ” 
Tbe 120 yard hurdles promise to be 
tbe closest of the international contests. 
Fox of Harvard and Fincke of Yale 
have records of 15)4 seconds for this 
event, aud Paget-Tomlinson of Cam­ 
bridge has done the distance in 18 sec­ 
onds on a wet grass track. Mr. Sherrill 
considers that the Americans have very 
good chances of winning tbe hammer, 
tbe high jump. the quarter and tbe half 
mile. The English promise well for tbe 
broad jump, the three mile and the one 
mile competition. 
This leaves the IOO 
yard dash and tbe 120 yard hurdle race 
problematical. 
Mr. Sherrill received on May 18 a 
cable request from Mr. Jackson, repre­ 
senting the English universities, to 
challenge Yale and Harvard. Mr. fiber 
rill communicated the challenge by let­ 
ter. He said that Yale will accept. Offi­ 
cial answers to the challenge will prob­ 
ably be delayed until the actual com­ 
munications are received by the re­ 
spective colleges. Mr. Sherrill is chair 
man of tbe graduate advisory commit­ 
tee on track athletics for Yale univers­ 
ity, and he perfected a n i arranged the 
details of the English-American collegi­ 
ate contesta in 1894 and 1898.—Ex­ 
change

Varment W orkmen Unearth Old Ba 
*llah Medicine Pannier. 
While workmen were tearing down 
the old James R. Langdon building, at 
Main and State streets, in Montpelier, 
Vt., recently, several curious relics 
were unearthed in an old medicine 
pannier taken from a British blockade 
runner captured during the Revolution­ 
ary war. 
The pannier is a chest covered with 
untanned deer bide and is bound w ith 
heavy iron bande, ranch after the fash­ 
ion of the truck of that period. 
It is 
divided into several compartments, in 
which were found many boxes of oint­ 
ments and medicines. On the inside of 
tbe cover was a printed list of the 
drugs, bearing the name of a London 
apothecary. 
The hexes which contain the oint­ 
ments are of tin, closely sealed and 
eqnare in shape. The medicines are in 
glass bottles with sealed corks and are 
in a good state of preservation. 
There 
is also a page from an old journal bear­ 
ing the date of May 17, 1828. Accord 
ing to the entries tobacco at that time 
sold for 22 cents a pound, calico 28 
cents a yard, Hyson tea $1 a pound and 
shovels $1.21 each. The pannier will 
be given to tbe Vermont Historical so­ 
ciety. — Philadelphia Prees.

These were their pet sports, and they 
were very much huffed at being de­ 
prived of them. The general also stopped 
the running about of naked children in 
the streets. 
He required that they 
shoo Id be dressed. 
“ The great majority of the people 
are blacks. 
The native Cubans art 
small fellows and quite handsome in 
appearance. They are a pleasure loving 
people and give up a large share of 
their time to sport and pastime. 
They 
are not thrifty or businesslike, and the 
masses are rude and ignorant as a gan 
eral thing. 
“ The Spaniards ara the principal 
business men down there. They are 
splendid business men too. 
Yes. 
know it sounds odd to hear that, but 
th a t’s the way it is. 
The sharpest set 
of bargain drivers or business men that 
we have in Cincinnati or anywhere 
else would not be able to get ahead of 
the Spanish business men. 
They bad 
to be sharp to provide all the taxes that 
their own government and officials 
were constantly extorting from them 
There was nothing that escaped the tax 
gatherers. Any man who had a hotel 
had to pay a tax for every guest that 
registered. 
Taxes went as high coma- 
times as 50 per cent of the value of the 
things taxed. 
The officials robbed the 
Spanish business men, and the latter 
had to recoup themselves however they 
could. 
The Spaniards own the greater 
part of the land and basinets. They are 
for annexation to the United State* and 
fear their property will be confiscated 
by the Cubans if they get control 
“ The Cubans have their own way of 
working. They are early risers. They 
begin at 0 o’clock in the morning and 
k e e p o n tillll. Then they take their 
siesta, or rest, till 8, during the hot­ 
test part of the day.

Americans clear the obstructions with 
more than enough room to spare, thus 
m im ing a slower race. The Americans 
failure in this event wan attribnted to 
this fact. Consequently those interested 
are pleased that movable obstructions 
are now to be substituted. 
“ Putting the shot." said Mr. Sherrill, 
“ is tc be eliminated from the coming 
games. Tile English and American reg 
alations governing this event differ ma 
terially. and it is therefore well that it 
bas been left out. There are to be nine 
events in all

If you will take any pavement that 
is clear of other pedestrians, so that 
there shall be no interference, aud 
walk briskly iu the center, you will 
find that before you have gone IOO 
yards you will have veered very much 
to one side. You must not make any 
conscious effort, of course, to keep in 
the center, or you may do it, but if 
you will think of something and en­ 
deavor to walk naturally it is IOO to I 
you cannot keep a direct line. 
The explanation of this lies in the 
peculiarity of one foot to walk faster 
than the other.

The foregoing figures give a fair idea 
of the work now going on in the ship 
yards of the United States. 
Not in 
many years have they been so crowded 
with work. The aggregate value of the 
merchant vessels—ami there are more 
than 200 of them in process of con­ 
struction—does not include small craft. 
of which a big fleet is nuder way. 
Tile very largest naval and merchant 
vessels ever built on this side of the 
Atlantic are now on the stocks in our 
Atlantic coast shipyards, says the New j 
York Journal. The values of naval ves- ! 
eels include all that are being built for , 
Uncle Sam and also those for foreign j 
nations. 
For the United States there 
are five big battleships taking form, as j 
well as a score or more of torpedo 
boats, besides torpedo boat destroyers, 
rams and gunboats. 
The Spanish war taught the design- j 
ere of American naval vessels many 
useful lessons, and it is safe to say that j 
the new warships now being turned j 
out will abound 
with improvements j 
that would never have been thought of ‘ 
except for the war with Spain, which 
sunk the Spanish fleet and taught them 
a lesson in Yankee marksmanship. 
It is said that there are now orders 
enough placed with the American ship­ 
builders to keep every one of them busy 
for the next three years. 
It was be­ 
cause of the crowded condition of the 
American yards that the International 
Navigation company was obliged to 
place the orders for four big steamships 
with the Clyde Bank people in Scot­ 
land. 
In the present year a large fleet 
of coastwise steamships in which near­ 
ly every one of the coastwise lines is 
represented have been turned out, and 
the rush of work has necessitated ex­ 
tensive additions to nearly every yard 
on the coast. 
The improvements in the yard at 
Newport News alone, it is said, will 
entail an expenditure of $2,000,000 
On the Delaware river a shipyard to 
cost in the aggregate $3,000,000 is now 
being established, and a second yard, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, is con­ 
templated. 
Richmond has been con­ 
verted into a large shipbuilding port, 
while the Maryland Steel company, 
which reopened its plant some months 
ago, has at least seven steel hulled ves­ 
sels under way aud orders for as many 
more. 
The Cramps of Philadelphia have 
more work than the great shipyards 
can turn out. The sound of hammers 
rings throughout the vast establish­ 
ment night and day. 
The Cramps and 
the Unions Iron works of San Fran­ 
cisco have turned out the first foreign 
warships built here in years. 
The New England district is also 
showing remarkable energy, according 
to this year’s Blue Book of American 
Shipping. Many wooden vessels are be­ 
ing built, and one order was given for 
a ship with six masts to carry 5,500 
tons dead weight. 
Many light draft 
stern wheel steamers are being built 
for shallow harbors in Alaska. 
The 
Bath 
Iron 
works 
have 
built some 
speedy steam yachts this year. 
They 
have completed or have under way 
mere than twoscore, ranging from 60 
to HUD feet in length. 
Many of these 
yachts are supplied with more power­ 
ful engines for their inches than any 
ever turned out nefore. 
The shipyards on the great lakes are 
also worked now to their fullest capac­ 
ity. 
The principal 
yards have been 
merged into one interest under the 
name of the American .Shipbuilding 
company. 
The yards are turning out 
freight carriers of 0,000 tons capacity 
for trade on the la es. 
No such craft 
were even dreamed of a few years ago. 
These vessels cost something like $350,- 
000, and it is estimated that the aggre­ 
gate tonnage now under way in the 
lake shipyards will foot up a total 
value of *0,OOO.OOO.

ing up a steady enfilading fire, wh ile 
th e rafts were pulled back for th e men 
remaining on th e American sh ore 
At 
th e point wh ere th e little stream tiows 
into th e Riy Grande Funston stopped 
and fired into th e insurgent trench es 
until h e could see th em getting out 
and retreating 
Th i.s stream, th ough 
narrow, wa.s deep and a cro.<sing was 
bard to effect 
Th e Americans moved 
up th e bank, looking for a place to get 
over, w'h en a strong force of insnr 
gents, probably 200 in number, began 
a fierce tre on th em from farth er up 
th e railway, wh ere th ey h ad retreated. 
‘h e same time th e insurgents opened 
nji with a Maxim mach ine gun, and it 
seemed 
f(u a minute th at th e little 
group of Kansas men would be anni­ 
h ilated. 
Colonel Fnnston tells of th is 
minute being th e most exciting and 
desperate of th e wh ole undertaking, 
and h e confesses th at h is h eart sank 
wh en h e h eard th at mach ine gun. 
It 
was fur to th e righ t of th e 200 men 
wh o were firing from up th e railway 
and was probably posted in a culvert 
th at ran under th e railway track abont 
100 yards from th e bridge. 
Under th is 
cross fire Funston h urriedly drew bis 
men back from th e stream until th ey 
were protected in th e clump of bam­ 
boos. 
Th e Maxim was being directed 
in a v(U’tical arc, like a pnmph andle, 
instead of h orizontally, wh ich would 
h ave been deadly to th e Kansas men. 
After th e Maxim h ad ceased Fun­ 
ston and h is men rush ed again to th e 
small stream and could see th at th e 
insurgents were fleeing wildly to th e 
rear and following th e line of th e rail­ 
way. 
A small banco was found, and 
th e colonel, with Captain Orwig and 
eigh t 
.soldiers, 
q uickly 
crossed th e 
stream and rush ed like demon.« , yelling 
and sh ooting, np th rough th e bomb- 
proofs on th e h eels of th e stampeded 
insurgent.s. 
Simultaneously our sol­ 
diers began to edge across th e bridge, 
using th e railway of th e footpath as 
a support. 
Th ey were absolutely ex­ 
posed, and th eir progress was slow, but 
nearly 100 were got across in th is way 
A number of us wh o h ad h urried for­ 
ward from th e freigh th onse th ough t 
th e figh t was over, for th e insurgents 
h ad all retreated, and th ere was only a 
scattering tire in front as an occasional 
blue coated ’ figure darted into view 
along th e track. 
Over on th e left th e 
Kansas men wh o h ad crossed th e river 
were firing at th e retreating insur­ 
gents. 
A mile and a h alf up th e track 
was th e railway station of Apalit. 
wh ere a train with two locomotives 
was standing. 
Th en suddenly in th e midst of all 
th e relaxati(ui and q uiet th at follow 
a brisk engagement went np th e cry 
“ Th ey’re coming back! Th ey’re ad­ 
vancing in skirmish lines!’’ 
Th e situation was extremely bad 
Only about 200 soldiers were across th e 
river. It would req uire a long time to 
get a big force across, and it would be 
a deadly th ing to move a solid line of 
men along th e exposed bridge after th e 
insurgents h ad approach ed near enough 
to sweep it with th eir volleys. 
Tjjere 
th en ensued a wild burry and excite­ 
ment. 
Th e troops on th e sonth side 
could not fire witliout endangering th ose 
already acro.« s. and th e same cause pre­ 
vented th e use of (Catlings or artillery 
Away over in th e broad field to th e 
left, about 2.000 yards from th e bridge, 
was a long line of men in dark cloth es, 
slowly advancing in skirmish forma­ 
tion. 
Beh ind th e lines were men in 
sq nad.s, and along it, back and forth , 
rode an officer on a black h orse, frantic­ 
ally giving orders. 
It was instantly 
assniiied th at th e insurgents h ad dis­ 
covered th e weakne.ss of th e force th at 
h ad flanked th em and were going to at­ 
tempt to 
regain 
possession 
of th e 
bridge and its defenses before a greater 
force could be got across. 
Th e 
insurgents 
w’ere 
about 8 00 
strong and were rapidly drawing near­ 
er. 
From th e fact th at th ey wore dark 
kh aki suits a momentary doubt arose 
wh eth er or not th ey migh t be Ameri­ 
can soldiers wh o h ad crossed th e river 
below in great numbers and were com­ 
ing in toward th e railway. Th is doubt 
was immediately dispelled by th e in­ 
surgents opening fire on th e Kansas 
men in th e wo.ods to th e left and on 
th e .soldiers th ronging across th e bridge 
Generals MacArth ur and Wh eaton, 
with th eir excited staffs, came up to 
th e bridge and instantly ordered every 
available man to get over th e bridge as 
fast as possible and th en sent orderlies 
flying away for re-enforcements. 
Th e 
insurgents wh o h ad retreated on th e 
righ t of th e track new began firing 
from 
th e woods near th e town cf 
Apalit. and th e bridge became a most 
uncomfortable spot. 
Still, th e soldier.« 
edged across, and as fast as th ey reach 
ed th e oth er sh ore th ey were sent out 
to form a line beyond th e bridge 
Th e 
Kansas men in 
th e woods w’h o bad 
crossed with Funston. but wh o h ad not 
come up to th e railway, were in great 
danger of being cut off by th e advanc­ 
ing line of insurgents, but th ey h eld 
th eir ground and greeted th e approach 
ing enemy with regular volleys. 
It was apparent th at th e insurgents 
were rattled and were not eager to ad­ 
vance. for at every American volley 
th e line would drop and th e insurgent 
officer would ride back and forth urg­ 
ing th em to advance 
Twice th ey arose 
and each time broke np, some retreat 
ing, wh ile th e officers vainly endeav­ 
ored to h old th em firm. 
After several 


attempts th e wiiDie line cflinioicci ana 
beat a h asty retreat to th e left, disap­ 
pearing in th e woods. 
Already a skir- 
nii.sh line of Montanas was deploying in 
th e ricefield on th e righ t, and a line of 
Kansans w’as deploying on th e left. 
As 
th ey 
march ed 
forward 
toward th e 
Apalit station a long running figh t, as 
desperate and spirited as any action of 
th e day, resulted. Th e insurgents gave 
Way stubbornly before th e crash ing vol­ 
leys th at our soldiers poured into th em 
During th is running figh t, wh ich cov­ 
ered over a mile, many men were sh ot, 
and a great many were overcome by 
th e deadly h eat th at h ung on th e rice- 
tields. 
About 40 insurgents were cap­ 
tured and a large number killed aud 
woanded 
Apalit was taken with but 
little effort, but th e insurgents on leav­ 
ing set fire to th e town.

th e feeling toward Mexicans and Cu­ 
bans was none too c(jrdial. 
Th e Nar­ 
ragansett reacluMl 
La Paz. near th e 
south ern end cf th e peninsula, and W’e 
no sooner got ash ore th an we h eard 
th at an American mining engineer and 
some English men wh o owned th e mine 
were prisoners in th eir mining sh an­ 
ties, 40 miles back of La Paz, in th e 
mountains. Th e American h ad resented 
an insult, a q uarrel followed, and th e 
American killed two Mexicans. 
Th e 
friends of th e latter swore th ey’d kill 
th e Yankee and th e English men, too, 
and th e latter w’ere soon obliged to bar­ 
ricade th emselves. 
Th is siege h ad been 
on for several days W’h en we dropped 
anch or. 
“ As soon as commander Dewey h eard 
of it h e was very much interested. Th e 
next day h e sent a messenger to th e 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, wh o h ad a 
garrison of 600 soldiers th ere, asking 
h im wh at h e was going to do to give 
th e American a trial before h e was 
sh ot. ‘Oh , h e got into th e trouble 1 Let 
h im get ont I’ said th e Mexican. 
Com­ 
mander Dewey didn’t like th is reply, 
and th e more h e th ough t about it th e 
angrier h e got. 
Th e next forenoon h e 
sent a note to th e Mexican colonel tell­ 
ing h im th at an American citizen’s life 
was in danger, and th at th e man was 
entitled to a fair trial. 
He told th e 
colonel th at h e would alow h im just 24 
h ours to rescue th e American and pro­ 
tect th e English men 
If at th e end of 
th at time relief was not on its way to 
th e little mining party h e would bom­ 
bard La Paz and burn it. 
“ Wh en we h eard wh at Dewey bad 
done, we were all frigh tened. 
‘Does h e 
mean it? ’ we asked one anoth er. As for 
myself, I was soon satisfied th at h e 
meant every word of it. 
I was in com­ 
mand cf th e guns. 
We h ad only two 
old h owitzers on th e Narragansett, th e 
larger guns h aving been left tempor­ 
arily at th e Mare Island navy yard. 
“ ‘Get th ose h owitzers ready for to­ 
morrow morning and inspect all th e 
small 
arms and ammunition,’ said 
Dewey to me. 
Th en h e called th e men 
to q uarters and estimated th at of th e 
crew of about 120 we could land 9 0 
able, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled th e men all th at afternoon 
and far into th e nigh t. 
Th at nigh t, on 
Commander Dewey’s order, we steamed 
to a point commanding th e principal 
streets of La Paza and trained th e h ow­ 
itzers on th e town. 
By next morning 
we were all ready to begin a second war 
against Mexico. 
At daybreak a Mexican 
corporal 
came on board with a message from 
h is colonel saying th at th e Narragan- 
sett’s commander’e req uest would be 
complied with . Early th at morning we 
watch ed 300 armed Mexican soldiers 
start for th e mining camp, and we kept 
th e old h owitzers trained on La Paz till 
th e soldiers returned with th e Ameri­ 
can engineer 
Wh en Dew’ey reported to 
Wash ington on th e matter, be mini 
mized th e importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a mere incident 
Lieu­ 
tenants Harris and Wrigh t were on th e 
Narragansett th en, 
and Harris, 
at 
least, was with th e fleet at Manila. 
It 
is somewh at singular th at at th at time, 
wh en we were expecting a declaration 
of war against Spain on account of th e 
VTrginius affair. Commander Dewey 
liad h is plans all made to sail th e N ar­ 
ragansett to Manila. ”

Over on the left the 
Kansas men who had crossed the river 
were firing at the retreating insur 
gents. 
A mile and a half up the track 
was the railway station of Apalit, 
where a train with two locomotives 
was standing. 
Then suddenly in the midst of all 
the relaxation and quiet that follow 
a brisk engagement went up the cry 
“ They’re coming back I They’re ad­ 
vancing in skirmish lines!” 
The situation was extremely bad 
Only about 200 soldiers were across the 
river. It would require a long time to 
get a big force across, and it would be 
a deadly thing to move a solid line of 
men along the exposed bridge after the 
insurgents had approached near enough 
to sweep it with their volleys. 
Tjjere 
then ensued a wild hurry and excite­ 
ment. 
The troops on the south side 
could not fire without endangering those 
already across, and the same cause pre­ 
vented the use of Gatlings or artillery 
Away over in the broad field to the 
left, about 2.000 yards from the bridge, 
was a long line of men in dark clothes, 
slowly advancing in skirmish forma­ 
tion. 
Behind the lines were men in 
squads, and along it, back and forth, 
rode an officer on a black horse, frantic­ 
ally giving orders.

This doubt 
was immediately dispelled by the in­ 
surgents opening fire on the Kansas 
men in the woods to the left and on 
the soldiers thronging across the bridge 
Generals MacArthur and Wheaton, 
with their excited staffs, came up to 
the bridge and instantly ordered every 
available man to get over the bridge as 
fast as possible and then sent orderlies 
flying away for re-enforcements. 
The 
insurgents who bad retreated on the 
right of the track now began firing 
from the woods near the town cf 
Apalit, and the bridge became a most 
uncomfortable spot. 
Still, the soldiers 
edged across, and as fast as they reach­ 
ed the other shore they were sent out 
to form a line beyond the bridge. 
The 
Kansas men in 
the woods who bad 
crossed with Funston, but who had not 
come up to the railway, were in great 
danger of being cut off by the advanc­ 
ing line of insnrgents. but they held 
their ground and greeted the approach 
ing enemy with regular volleys. 
It was apparent that the insurgents 
were rattled and were not eager to ad­ 
vance. for at every American volley 
the line would drop and the insurgent 
officer woald ride back and forth urg­

Twice they arose 
and each time broke up. some retreat­

Apalit station a long running fight, as 
desperate and spirited as any action of 
the day, resulted. The insnrgents gave 
way stubbornly before the crashing vol­ 
leys that our soldiers poured into them 
During this running fight, which cov­ 
ered over a mile, many men were shot, 
and a great many were overcome by 
the deadly heat that hung on the rice- 
fields. 
About 40 insnrgents were cap­ 
tured and a large number killed and 
wounded. 
Apalit was taken with but 
little effort, but the insurgents on leav­ 
ing set fire to the town. 


DEWEY AND T n t MEXICANS. 


N ew S to r y A bou t t h e A d m ir a l T o ld 
b y L ie u te n a n t P. W in s lo w . 
Lieutenant F Winslow, U. S N. 
retired, a cousin of the famous com­ 
mander of the Kearsarge, recently told 
a New York Tribune reporter a new 
story about Admiral George Dewey.

some Englishmen who owned the mine 
were prisoners in their mining shan­ 
ties, 40 miles back of La Paz, in the 
mountains. The American had resented 
an insult, a quarrel followed, and the 
American killed two Mexicans. 
The 
friends of the latter swore they’d kill 
the Yankee and the Englishmen, too, 
and the latter were soon obliged to bar­ 
ricade themselves. This siege had been 
on for several days when we dropped 
anchor. 
“ As soon as commander Dewey heard 
of it he was very much interested. The 
next day he sent a messenger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, who had a 
garrison of 600 soldiers there, asking 
him what he was going to do to give 
the American a trial before he was 
shot. ‘Oh, he got into the trouble! Let 
him get out I’ eaid the Mexican. 
Com­ 
mander Dewey didn’t like this reply, 
and the more he thought about it the 
angrier he got. 
The next forenoon he 
sent a note to the Mexican colonel tell­ 
ing him that an American citizen’s life 
was in danger, and that the man was 
entitled to a fair trial. 
He told the 
colonel that he would alow him just 24 
hours to rescue the American and pro 
tect the Englishmen. 
If at the end oil 
that time relief was not on its way to 
the little mining party he would bom 
bard La Paz and burn it. 
“ When we heard what Dewey bac 
done, we were all frightened. ‘Does he 
mean it?’ we asked one another. As for 
myself, I was soon satisfied that he 
meant every word of it. I was in com 
mand of the guns. 
We had only two 
old howitzers on the Narragansett, the 
larger guns having been left tempor 
arily at the Mare Island navy yard. 
“ ‘Get those howitzers ready for to 
morrow morning and inspect all the 
small arms and ammunition,' saic 
Dewey to me. 
Then he called the men 
to quarters and estimated that of the 
crew of about 120 we could land 90 
able, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled the men all that afternoon 
and far into the night. That night, on 
Commander Dewey’s order, we steamed 
to a point commanding the principa 
streets of La Paza and trained the how­ 
itzers on the town. 
By next morning 
we were all ready to begin a second war 
against Mexico. 
At daybreak a Mexican 
corporal 
came on board with a message from 
his colonel saying that the Narragan 
sett’s commander’s request woald be 
complied with. Early that morning we 
watched 300 armed Mexican soldiers 
start for the mining camp, and we kept 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
the soldiers returned with the Ameri 
can engineer When Dewey reported to 
Washington on the matter, he mini 
mized the importance of it. and it was 
passed over as a mere incident 
Lieu­ 
tenants Harris and Wright were on the 
Narragansett then, and Harris, 
at 
least, was with the fleet at Manila. 
It 
is somewhat singular that at that time, 
when we were expecting a declaration 
of war against Spain on account of the 
Uirginius affair. Commander Dewey 
had his plans all made to sail the Nar­ 
ragansett to Manila.’’

The 
next day he sent a messenger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, who bad a 
garrison of 600 soldiers there, asking 
him what he was going to do to give 
the American a trial before he wa9 
shot. ‘Oh, he got into the troublel Let 
him get out I’ said the Mexican. 
Com­ 
mander Dewey didn’t like this reply, 
and the more he thought about it the 
angrier he got. 
The next forenoon he 
sent a note to the Mexican colonel tell 
ing him that an American citizen’s life 
was in danger, and that the man was 
entitled to a fair trial. 
He told the 
colonel that he would alow him just 24 
hours to rescue the American and pro 
tect the Englishmen. 
If at the end of 
that time relief was not on its way to 
the little mining party he would bom­ 
bard La Paz and burn it. 
“ When we heard what Dewey bad 
done, we were all frightened. ‘Does he 
mean it? ’ we asked one another. As for 
myself, I was soon satisfied that he 
meant every word of it. 
I was in com­ 
mand cf the guns. 
We had only two 
old howitzers on the Narragansett, the 
larger guns having been left tempor­ 
arily at the Mare Island navy yard. 
“ ‘Get those howitzers ready for to­ 
morrow morning and inspect all the 
small 
arms and ammunition,' 
said 
Dewey to me. 
Then he called the men 
to quarters and estimated that of the 
crew of about 120 we could land 90 
able, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled the men all that afternoon 
and far into the night. 
That night, on 
Commander Dewey’s order, we steamed 
to a point commanding the principal 
streets of La Paza and trained the how­ 
itzers on the town. 
By next morning 
we were all ready to begin a second war 
against Mexico. 
At daybreak a Mexican 
corporal 
came on board with a message from 
his colonel saying that the Narragan­ 
sett^ commander’s request would be 
complied with. Early that morning we 
watched 300 armed Mexican soldiers 
start for the mining camp, and we kept 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
the soldiers returned with the Ameri 
can engineer 
When Dewey reported to 
Washington on the matter, he mini 
mized the importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a mere incident 
Lien 
tenants Harris and Wright were on the 
Narragansett then, 
and Harris, 
at 
least, was with the fleet at Manila. 
It 
is somewhat singular that at that time, 
when we were expecting a declaration 
of war against Spain on account of the 
Vaginitis affair, Commander Dewey 
had his plans all made to sail the N ar­ 
ragansett to Manila.’’

C o n co rd , N. IL, July 12.—Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States civil 
service bureau began ' a secret sitting 
bere for the purpose of investigating 
charges preferred against Senator Jacob 
H. Ballinger of Concord by former Re­ 
publican Governor Charles A. Busiel of 
Laconia, alleging violations of the civil 
service laws during the last campaign 
in this state. The specific charge is that 
Senator Ballinger, as chairman of the 
Republican state committee, distributed 
circulars appealing to Republican office­ 
holders for contributions to the cam­ 
paign fund. 
Civil Service Commissioners J. B. 
Harlow and Mark S. Brewer are in 
charge of the investigation. 
This investigation is held to allow 
the commissioners to examine the evi­ 
dence aud to decide if it w arrants the 
further prosecution of the case. 
If 
they decide it does the United States 
authorities of tile departm ent of ju s­ 
tice will be called in. 
It was announced by the commis­ 
sioners that Mr. Busiel detailed the cir­ 
cumstances attending his making com­ 
plaint to the civil service commission 
last October, and the correspondence 
between him aud the commission. 
t 
Senator Gaihnger asked the commis­ 
tion it he was to understand that the 
real complainant 
was 
ex-Governor 
Busiel or Senator Chandler and was 
told he might draw his own conclusions. 
Governor Busiel read a long state­ 
ment as to his reasons for action iii the 
matter, saying that he was animated 
by a desire to see tile civil service laws, 
in winch he believed, enforced. He 
considered that the lavish use of money 
in elections was a menace to our na­ 
tional inst ii ut ions. 
He was not actu­ 
ated by any unfriendly feeling toward 
Senator Ballinger in prosecuting tnese 
charges, and he had no desire for “re­ 
venge.” 
The principal feature of the session 
was a long statement by Senator Chand­ 
ler, previous to winch, however, Colonel 
Rut us N. Elweil, collector of customs 
at Portsmouth, stated that he had re­ 
ceived a circular ie. tor from William F.

Several times we Lave been 
told we have the bulk of Aguinaldo^ 
army in our grasp, and it was impos­ 
sible for it to get away, but it has, and 
we h a v e n ’t peace nor Aguinaldo yet. 
“ T he genuine Tagal is a natural 
born sprinter, and will tako the prize 
anywhere.

The destruction of property by the in* 
surgents still goes on, and more thor­ 
oughly now than formerly. 
Previously 
the arm y bad been able to forage and 
acquire much food, such as chickens, 
ducks and hogs, which were found in 
some places in abundance. 
Lately the 
insurgents have left absolutely noth­ 
ing. and their destruction of railroad 
property has been nearly complete. 
It 
is plainly to be seen that there are edu­ 
cated men in the insurgent army, and 
that in the light of their own plan of 
campaigning they are to a degree snc- 
ci’ssfnl, although they are losing very 
heavily and can only meet with defeat 
in the end. 
“ As for our army, our soldiers can­ 
not 
be too highly praised for their 
bravery, steadfastness and endurance 
under great suffering from heat and 
sometimes lack of rations. 
Among the 
generals in the field Lawton seems be 
the idol of the soldiers. 
The insnr- 
gents, by destroying their houses and 
propelty and driving their own people 
before them. cause ne inconvenience to 
us. 
In fact, it is very mnch to our ad­ 
vantage. for if this were not already 
done it might in many cases impose 
the annoyance and stigma upon na of 
doing it ourselves. The insurgents’ act, 
therefor*, imposes upon tneir army the 
obligation of feeding their noncombat­ 
ants from their own supplies in the 
rear or permitting them to starve.

either case the result is likely to cause 
friction between the insurgent army 
and tin* unarmed natives.

Inspector Letherman Tells of Its 
People and Recent Changes. 


SPANIARDS KEEN BUSINESS MEN.

Mr. Lawrence Letherman, one of the 
popular ami efficient attache* of the 
(Jolted State* postal inspector's office 
iii Cincinnati, in welcomed back from 
a several months’ official sojourn in 
Cnba. 
He went over to the island in 
February, when Major Rathbone began 
organizing the postal system and need 
sd the sPHietance of experienced men in 
each branch of the service. Mr. Lether* 
man wa* in Havana for several months, 
bat in tim line of work he visited near 
ly every province and 
city in the 
island. He speaks very interestingly of 
Caban scenes and experiences. 
“ When we first got to Havana," lie 
^aid to a Cincinnati Commercial Trib­ 
ane reporter recently, “ the streets were 
filthy beyond description. The drainage 
there is or wag over the street surface 
and in open ditches or gutters. 
It was 
simply terrible. It’s the fashion largely 
to include the stable in the residence, 
md it is a common thing to see hornet 
or houses with the lower Boor or base 
merit given up to the horses and the 
upper floor occupied by the family. 
You can imagine the resnlt when you 
remember that the stable 
drainage 
flowed directly out on the street. Gen 
eral Ludlow’s chief work has been ii 
changing the conditions caused by encl 
a system. 
It bae been an awful job to 
get matters into proper and decent 
shape, but the sewer building ie doing 
it. 
“ What riled the natl vee most of all, 
though, was the general’a order stop­ 
ping bullfighting 
and 
cockfighting. 
These were their pet sports, and they 
were very much huffed at being de 
prived of them. The general also stopped 
the running about of naked children in 
the streets. 
He required that they 
should be dressed. 
“ The great majority of the people 
are blacks. 
The native Cubans ara 
small fellows and quite handsome in 
appearance. They are a pleasure loving 
people and give up a large share of 
their tim e to sport and pastime. 
They 
are not thrifty or businesslike, and the 
masses are rude and ignorant as a gen­ 
eral thing. 
“ The Hpaniards are the principal 
business men down there. 
They are 
splendid 
business men 
too. 
Yea. 
know it sounds odd to hear that, but 
that’s the way it is. 
The sharpest set 
of bargain drivers or business men that 
we have in Cincinnati or anywhere 
else would not be able to get ahead of 
the Spanish business men. 
They bad 
to be sharp to provide all the taxes that 
their own government 
and officials 
were constantly extorting from them 
There was nothing that escaped the tax 
gatherers. 
Any mao who had a hotel 
had to pay a tax for every guest that 
registered. 
Taxes went as high coma- 
times ss 50 per cent of the value of tbs 
things taxed. 
Th# official* robbed the 
Spanish business men, and the latter 
had to recoup themselves however they 
could. 
The Hpaniards own the greater 
part of the laud and business. They are 
for annexation to the United States and 
fear their property will ba confiscated 
by the Cubans if they get control. 
“ The Cubans have their own way of 
working. 
They are early risers. 
They 
begin at 6 o’clock in the morning and 
keep on till ll. 
Then they take their 
siesta, or rest, till 8. during the hot­ 
test part of the day. 
Then they start 
in again. 
The climate ia not so trying. 
In the tim e I was there there was not 
a night that a blanket did not feel com­ 
fortable to sleep under. 
/ ‘The Americans were thiok about 
February and March. 
In May they be­ 
gan getting away as fast as they could. 
They had the yellow favar acara. 
The 
people eat very little meat. 
At Cien- 
f ii ego* I met the Rev. Sam Small, the 
evangelist, 
formerly with Rev. Sam 
Jones. 
Mr. Small is principal of a 
school in that town and seemed great­ 
ly satisfied with his new location and 
surround lugs. 
“ Cuba now has a good postal service. 
Whi'ii the Spaniards were running the 
government, every time a letter regular­ 
ly stamped cams to a man from a for­ 
eign country he had to pay 8 cents be­ 
fore the carrier would deliver it. 
To 
business men who got 800 or 400 let­ 
t e r a day this was a big burden. Now 
tiny get their letters just as any per­ 
son or firm in the United States gets 
th em 
They are pleased, of course. 
There are postoffice* in every town and 
m o n ey order facilities in all the larger 
towns 
The plau has been to put good 
Cututus in charge of these offices wher­ 
ev er it can be done. 
Major Rathbone 
im* everything in fine working order, 
aud both he and Mrs Rathbone are 
very popular with the Cubans and the 
business people. 
“ ('aba has everything to make It the 
garden spot of America," said Mr.

The Englishmen are in the habit 
of using fixed hardies in this event 
When the American athletes in Eng 
land ran over this kind of hurdle, it was 
found that the possibility of a serious 
fall, not present when movable hurdles 
are used. had the effect of making the 
Americans dear the obstructions with 
more than enough room to spare, thus 
running a slower race. The Americana’ 
failure in this event was attributed to 
this fact. Consequently those interested 
are pleased that movable obstructions 
are now to be substituted. 
“ Putting the shot, ’’ said Mr. Sherrill, 
“ is tc be eliminated from the coming 
games. The English and American reg 
alations governing this event differ ma­ 
terially. and it is therefore well that it 
bas been left out. 
There are to be nine 
events in ail 
I consider this namber 
sufficient. ” 
The 120 yard hurdles promise to be 
the closest of the international contests. 
Fox of Harvard and Finckeof Yale 
have records of 15)4 seconds for this 
event, aud Paget-Tomlinson of Cain 
bridge has done the distance in 16 sec 
onds on a wet grass track. Mr. Sherrill 
con. iders that the Americans have very 
good chances of winning the hammer, 
the high jump, the quarter and the half 
mile. The English promise well for the 
broad jump, the three mile and the one 
mile competition 
This leaves the IOO 
yard dash and the 120 yard hurdle race 
problematical. 
Mr Sherrill received on May 16 
cable request from Mr. Jackson, repre­ 
senting the English 
universities, to 
challenge Yale aud Harvard. Mr. Sber 
rill communicated the challenge by let­ 
ter He said that Yale will accept. OIB 
cial answers to the challenge will prob­ 
ably lie delayed until the actual coin 
munications are received by the re­ 
spective colleges. 
Mr. Sherrill is cheir 
man of the graduate advisory commit 
tee on track athletics for Yale univera 
ity, and he perfected an i arranged the 
details of the English-American college 
ate contests in 1494 and 1496.—Ex

ODD R E V O L U T IO N A R Y RELIC 


Verm ont W orkm an Unearth O M K a u 
*llab M edicine Pannier. 
While workmen were tearing down 
the old James R. Langdon building, at 
Main aud State streets, in Montpelier, 
Vt., recently, 
several curious relict 
were unearthed in an old medicine 
pannier taken from a British blockade 
runner captured during the Revolution­ 
ary war 
The pannier is a chest covered with 
untanned deer hide and is bound with 
heavy iron bands, much after the fash­ 
ion of the truck of that period. 
It is 
divided into several compartments, in 
which were found many boxes of oint­ 
ments and medicines. 
On the inside of 
the cover was a printed list of the 
drugs, bearing the name of a London 
apothecary. 
The hexes which contain the oint­ 
ments are of tin, closely sealed and 
square in shape. 
The medicines are in 
glass bottles with sealed corks and are 
in a good state of preservation. 
There 
is also a page from an old journal bear­ 
ing the date of May 17, 1824. 
Accord­ 
ing to the entries, tobacco at that time 
sold for 22 cents a pound, calico 28 
cents a yard. Hyson tea $1 a pound and 
shovels $ 1.21 each. 
The pannier will 
be given to the Vermont Historical so­ 
ciety. — Philadelphia Presa.

You may think this is a very dllv 
question to ask, but is it? There is 
no catch about it. It is a simple, de­ 
monstrable fact which you can prove 
to your own satisfaction in a very few 
minutes. 
If you will take any pavement that 
is clear of other pedestrians, so that 
there shall be no interference, and 
walk briskly in tile center, you will 
find that before you have gone IOO 
vards you will have veered very much 
to urn* side. 
You must not make any 
conscious effort, of course, to keep in 
the center, or you may do it. but if 
you will think of something aud en­ 
deavor to walk naturally it is IOO to I 
you cannot keep a direct line. 
The explanation of this lies iii the 
peculiarity of one foot to walk faster 
than the other. Or, to be more cor­ 
rect, perhaps it should be said that 
oue leg takes a longer stride than the 
other, and this, combined with the 
quicker movement, causes one to walk 
more to one side than the other. 
It is well known, for instance, that 
if one he lost in the woods the tend­ 
ency is to walk in a circle ami even­ 
tually to return about to the starting 
point. This demonstrates the fact also 
that one foot walks faster than the 
other. 
You can try an interesting experi­ 
ment in this way if you will place 
two stakes in the lawn about eight 
feet apart and then stand off about 
(JO feet from them, allow yourself to 
be blindfolded and endeavor to walk 
between them. 
You will find it an al­ 
most Impossible task, because one foot 
will go a Git faster than the other, 
either

Value of m erchant vessels now build

The foregoing figures give a fair idea 
I of the work now going on in the ship­ 
yards of the United States. 
Not iii 
many years have they been so crowded 
with work. Tile aggregate value of the 
merchant vessels—a m i l there are more 
than 200 of them in process of con­ 
struction—does not include small craft, 
of which a big fleet is under way. 
The very largest naval and merchant 
vessels ever built on this side of the 
Atlantic are now on the stocks in our 
Atlantic coast shipyards, says the New 
York Journal. The values of naval ves­ 
sels include all that are being built for 
Uncle Sam and also those for foreign 
nations. 
For the United States there 
are five big battleships taking form, as , 
well as a score or more of torpedo 
boats, besides torpedo boat destroyers, , 
ranis and gunboats. 
The Spanish war taught the design- j 
er? of American naval vessels many 
useful lessons, and it is safe to say that 
the new warships now being turned 
out will abound 
with improvements 
that would never have been thought of 
except for the war with Spain, which j 
sunk the Spanish fleet and taught them 
a lesson in Yankee marksmanship. 
It is said that there are now orders 
enough placed with the American ship­ 
builders to keep every one of them busy 
for the next three years. 
It was be­ 
cause of the crowded condition of the 
American yards that the International 
Navigation company was obliged to 
place the orders for four big steamships 
with the Clyde Bank people in Scot­ 
land. 
Iii the present year a large fleet 
of coastwise steamships in which near­ 


ly every one of the coastwise lines is 
represented have been turned out, aud 
the rush of work has necessitated ex­ 
tensive additions to nearly every yard 
on the coast. 
The improvements in the yard at 
Newport News alone, it is said, will 
entail an expenditure of $2,(100,000 
On the Delaware river a shipyard to 
cost iii the aggregate $3,000,000 is now 
being established, and a second yard, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, is con­ 
templated 
Richmond has been con­ 
verted into a large shipbuilding port, 
while the Maryland Steel company, 
which reopened its plant some month* 
ago, has at least seven steel hulled ves­ 
sels under way aud orders for as many 
more. 
The Cramps of Philadelphia have 
more work than the great shipyards 
can turn out. 
The sound of hammers 
rings throughout the vast establish­ 
ment night and day. 
The Cramps and 
the Unions Iron works of San F ran ­ 
cisco have turned out the first foreign 
warships built here in years. 
The New England district ie also 
showing remarkable energy, according 
to this year’s Blue Book of American 
Shipping. Many wooden vessels are be­ 
ing built, and oue order was given for 
a ship with six masts to carry 5,500 
tons dead weight. 
Many light draft 
stern wheel steamers are being built 
for shallow harbors in Alaska. 
The 
Bath 
Iron 
works 
have 
built some 
speedy steam yachts this year. 
They 
h a v e completed or have under way 
mi re than twoscore, ranging from OO 
to 800 feet in length. 
Many of these 
yachts are supplied w ith more power­ 
ful engines for their inches tbau any 
aver turned out oefora. 
The shipyards on the great lakes are 
also worked now to their fullest capac­ 
ity 
The principal 
yards have been 
merged into one interest 
under the 
name of the American Shipbuilding 
company. 
The yards are turning out 
freight carriers of 9,000 tons capacity 
for t r a d e on the Iii es. 
No such craft 
were even dreamed of a few years ago. 
These vessels cost something like $850,- 
0U0, and it is estimated that the aggre­ 
gate tonnage now under way in the 
lake shipyards will 
foot up a total 
value of $<l,000,000.

New Story About the Admiral Told 
by Lieutenant F. Winslow.

W inslow,

retired, a cousin of th e fam ou s com 
m a n d e r of th e Kearsarge, recently told 
a N e w York T r ib u n e r e p o rte r a new 
story a b o u t A d m ira l G e o rg e Dewey. 
“ In May, 1875, A d m ira l Dewey was 
c o m m a n d e r of the old N a r r a g a n s e t t , ” 
said L i e u t e n a n t W inslow, “ and he was 
detailed to su rv e y in g th e g u lf of Cali­ 
fornia and the shores of th e coast of 
the peninsula. 
It w as n o t long after 
the V ir g in i a s affair a t Santiago, and 
the feeling tow ard M exicans and C u ­ 
bans w a s none too cordial. 
T h e N a r ­ 
ra g a n se tt reached 
La Paz, 
near the 
so uth e rn end cf the peninsula, and w’e 
no sooner got ashore t h a n we heard 
t h a t an A m e ric a n m in in g e n g in e e r and 
some E n g lish m e n w ho o w n ed the m ine 
were prisoners in their m i n in g s h a n ­ 
ties, 40 miled back of La Paz, in the 
m ountains. T h e A m erican had resented 
an insult, a q u a rre l followed, and the 
A m erican killed tw o Mexicans. 
T h e 
friends of th e latte r swore t h e y ’d kill 
th e Yankee a n d the E n glish m en , too, 
and the latte r were soon obliged to b a r ­ 
ricade themselves. 
T his siege had been 
on for several days w h e n w e dropped 
anchor. 
“ As soon as c o m m a n d e r Dewey heard 
of it he w a s very m u c h interested. The 
next day he sent a messenger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz. w ho had a 
garrison of 600 soldiers there, asking 
bim w h a t he w a s going to do to give 
the A m e ric a n a trial before he was 
shot. ‘Oh, he got into th e trouble! Let 
him get o u t I’ said th e M exican 
C o m ­ 
m a n de r Dewey d i d n ’t like this reply, 
a nd the more he th o u g h t a b o u t it the 
an g rie r he got. 
T he n ext forenoon he 
sent a note to th e Mexican colonel tell­ 
ing him t h a t an A m erican c i ti z e n ’s life 
was in danger, and th a t th e m a n was 
entitled to a fair trial. 
H e told the 
colonel th a t he would alow him j u s t 24 
hours to rescue th e A m e ric a n and pro 
teet the E n g lish m en 
If at the end OI1 
th a t tim e relief was not on its way to 
the little m i n i n g pa rty be would b om ­ 
bard La P a z a n d burn it. 
“ W h e n we heard w h a t Dewey had 
done, we w ere all frightened. 
'Does he 
mean i t ? ’ we asked one another. As for 
myself. I was soon satisfied th a t he 
m e a n t every word of it.
